Peace  Corps  Union  Board 

Representafive  Group  Here 

Speaks  at  MSC  g 

Jerry  Fite,  of  Peace  Corps 

Public  Relations  and  a  re-  The  MSC  Union  Board  in 


turned  volunteer,  spent  Nov. 
28  on  campus  telling  students 
what  the  Peace  Corps  is  doing 
in  46  countries  and  how  they 
could  personally  benefit  from 
the  Corps. 

In  addition  to  answering 
questions  and  discussing  the 
Corps  with  interested  students, 
Fite  distributed  pamphlets  and 
bulletins  on  different  phases  of 
the  Peace  Corps  and  jobs 
available  to  the  volunteer.  He 
explained  that  although  10,000 
volunteers  are  now  helping  in 
46  countries,  there  are  26  addi¬ 
tional  countries  which  have  re¬ 
quested  aid  but  no  supply  of 
volunteers  is  available. 

Fite  told  MSC  students  that 
out  of  approximately  1000  vol¬ 
unteer  applications  weekly, 
only  one  in  six  is  accepted. 
However,  about  half  of  all  col¬ 
lege  graduates  who  apply  are 
accepted.  He  staled  that  one 
reason  the  Peace  Corps  is  ben¬ 
eficial  to  college  graduates  is 
the  great  number  of  scholar¬ 
ships  and  grants  offered  by  in¬ 
dustries  and  institutions  to  re¬ 
turn  volunteers.  Also,  there  is 
a  great  demand  for  married 
couples. 

A  former  basketball  and 
track  lelterman  at  Dury  Col¬ 
lege,  Springfield,  Mo.,  Fite,  25, 
taught  physical  education  and 
coached  in  a  boys  orphanage 
near  the  Tunisian-Algerian 
border.  Because  of  his  aUiletic 
ability,  he  was  often  requested 
to  join  Tunisian  teams  and 
participate  in  their  regular 
schedule  of  basketball,  volley¬ 
ball  and  track  contests.  During 
vacations  and  weekends,  he 
worked  with  the  Tunisian  Na¬ 
tional  Basketball  team,  help¬ 
ing  them  pei-fect  techniques 
and  plan  strategy  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  1964  Olympic 
Games. 

In  his  village,  Fite  intro¬ 
duced  baseball  to  the  orphans 
and  learned  German  handball 
and  soccer  from  them.  He 
taught  English  in  the  evenings 
and  encouraged  the  director  of 
the  orphange  to  allow  space  for 
the  children  to  raise  pets.  A 
noticeable  improvement  in  the 
morale  and  deportment  of  the  i 
students  resulted  from  these 
extra-curricular  activities.
